INSPIRATION 


There isa Law of Inspiration by which we may become 


inspired musicians, artists, seulptors, writers, orators, poets, 
inventors, healers, seers, adepts or any thing else that is good 
and true and noble, I do not say there may be such a law but 
I state positively that there ıs a Law of True Inspiration and 
that it is no respecter of persons but that all who will may 
learn to read its divine lessons and be inspired by them to do 
all things whatsoever they desire to do. T know that this Law 
is not wrapped in mysteries so dense that only the few can 
penetrate them but that it is for ALL who are willing to live 
lives of purity and love free from all selfishness and greed for 
material gains.

Of course their materialistic analysis Is conclusive (?) proof 
and the traveler has nothing to offer to refute it except his 
own statement, But he puts his plants in fertile soil un- 
der favorable conditions and waits. In due time he has the 
proof in the being of the plant for there Is the flower in all its 
beauty and fragrance just as he said it would be.

Tho 
spiritual flower was in the Law but it was unexpressed until

Heretofore we have manifested only such forms and aueh 
powers as the outer conditions that surrounded us have evol- 
ved for us. We have grown BY the force of the Law of Spir- 
itual energy and have not had much to say about our own 
lives but have DENN EVOLVED from lower to higher forms of 
materiality without understanding the Law of our unfold= 
ment, We have had EVOLVED ror us from lower forms the 
power to reason, to think intelligently, and with this power 
we can begin to command our own lives.

Thought is the power of Intellect but It 
is only of the brain, it is nothing more than mind foren, It la 
not spiritual power, Thought, suggestion, hynoptiam, mag- 
netism, &o., are powers of the physidal or mental being but 
none of them go beyond the plane of forco, That many won- 
ul things may be done with their use Tam well aware but 


deeper down within is spiritual power of whieh all these 
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things are but reflections, The mental healer does not under- 
stand anything beyond mental power and the ordinary spirit- 
ualistic medium is contented to simply reflect the inspiration 
given him by another. He draws his inspiration from his 
guide very much as the hypnotic subject draws his inspiration 
from the hypnotist. He is only the medium for the reflection 
of another's forces. It is wonderful I know but it is not the 
highest to which we may aspire. 

We cannot afford to stop with the materialism of mind nor 
the spiritualism of the soul. We must go on to the material- 
ity and spirituality of tho entire being. We must reach the 
fruition of all our hopes before we enn express our individual 
ity in the eternal beauty and greatness of immortal Wisdom, 
To do this we must rise above all isms and by the power of 
spiritualized will command the material reflectors of our bo- 
ing to express our desires, We must take command of our 
forces and be ourselves the master.

light byexamining the reflector of the light. The Law of 
Spirituality cannot be found where itis not. That which ap- 
peals only to the sensuous side of life is like the reflection in 
the mirror and we cannot find the real by searching the re- 
flection. Men have not looked beyond the sensuous impres- 
sions of the physicaland mental planes. Few even today can 
believe that there is anything greater than reason, greater 
than a powerful mentality, greater than the power of mind, 
and they vainly strive to find the light in the darkness by in- 
geniuosity of brain force.

We look to the sensuous impressions that outside 
forces make upon us. We make of ourselves mediums for the 
reflections of this borrowed light that comes from them and 
do not open the eyes of our soul and receive the spiritual rays 
from the Eternal Fountain, We should live true to our high- 
est idenl eneh day and remember that whatever we may eon- 
ceive today as the highest ideal may not seem so high tomor- 
row.
